Q: Cheryl (Edgecombe Nash) — Is there any documentation regarding the TNC pop group
end date?
A: The Divisional is working on developing a memo regarding this issue.
Q: April (SE Regional) — Can you give me a recap on this issue?
A: TNC pop group end date is set for 8/31/06. You will not need to send TNC for any
services. AO pop group will cover a lot of these clients and track the services.
Q: Beth — Is there any problem if we send TNC?
A: Sending 834 if it has an effective date after 8/31 will reject and you’ll receive an error.
Sending claim after 8/31 will be returned with a denial: It will just error out.
Q: Will it count against our performance evaluation?
A: We are not sure what effect this will have on the LMEs performance evaluation.

A: (Shannon) - The Attorney General is enforcing this although it has always been a rule.
Ifa Physician is using his individual provider number, that form must be completed.

Tom (Western Highlands) — Has there been any further discussion on sharing provider
numbers'? Implementation memo # 7 states that for enhanced services LME’s are not
responsible for payback if there is erroneous billing.
A: Don'’t take that as a blanket statement. It's specific to the nine services mentioned. If

someone is billing with your provider number without any consent from you to do so, that is
a program integrity issue. All LMEs signed a TPA saying they would provide and bill for
services.

Q: How do we control our budget if anyone can bill with our number?

A: This is why we suggest not giving out your number.

MMIS Updates Tim Sullivan & Shannon Johnson —

Medicaid Questions or Concerns —

Q: Tammy (Tideland) — Has the therapy rate change from $22 for provisionally licensed
staff?

A: Send to IPRS Q & A and Shannon will check on this.
Q: Jeanna (Catawba) — Do we know in September what will happen to substance abuse?

A: The Divisional Workgroup has had a lot of discussion around this and we believe you
will see a memo with an explanation to continue billing non-licensed for SA pop groups
with Y-codes only for State side.

Q: So Medicaid will no longer pay for services?

A: Correct. Medicaid has stated they will not pay for non-licensed providers performing
H0001, HO005, HO031 and HO004 (w/madifiers) after 9-20-06.

Q: If a client has Medicaid, will the claim route to IPRS to pay out of State funds?

A: Non-licensed providers should be billed using the Y-codes until 6/30/07. Licensed
providers will bill using the specific H-codes.

Q: Will you all give us a list of Y-codes?
A: They will be listed in a memo.

Q: This is another instance where we’re using dollars from State fund without increasing
the budget?

A: Correct.

Q: Lynn (Rockingham) — Other than SA pop groups, are there any other pop groups up for
consideration?

A: This will be detailed in the memo.

Q: Kim (Neuse) — Does EDS provider assistance with Medicaid denials?
